Said Gen. Ewing 
to Mr. Blaine: “I heard a suggestion this 
morning of the way you and Sherman might 
settle this whole business. Then he repeated 
it without giving the use of the person who 
made the suggestion: Ah, yes, said Mr. 
Blaine, smilingly, I think I know where 
that snggestion camie from.

„It does sound like John, I admit,“ said 
Gen. Ewing.

Orrawa, III., May 12.—[Special.]—In the 
case of Gage vs. The City of Chicago, a case 
brought to restrain the city from the opening 
of Wright street, from Seventy-secona to Sev- 
enty-fourth streets, by condemnation, the ver- 
dict of the Circuit Court is affirmed by the 
Supreme Court.

It was interspersed with many 
happy remarks, and served to put the club 
members in good humor fur the real work 
of the evening. This consisted of an argu- 
ment between Richard Prendergast and L. E. 
Cooley on the all-pervading drainage canal 


What Cooley Had to Say. 

In the course of his address L. E. Cooley 
said : 

“There have been tunnel and siphon 
schemes propositions to take the water supply 
from interior rivers and lakes, propositions to 
build channels to places without sewage and 
to connect therewith by all sorts of means and 
pumping schemes ad libitum—all ineffective 
and involving large annual charges, 
none of them truly practica- 
ble. Contrast with these the only 
plan capable of producing an ideal con- 
dition and with all costing the least—rivers of 
flowing water in our midst in which the sew- 
age may be disposed of without danger of ever 
reaching the water supply, ample in volume 
to insure against dangerous gases, self-purify- 
ing in their progress, moving onward in obe- 
dience to nature’s law without cost for opera- 
tion and maintenance and unvexed by annual 
appropriations, bills, or municipal whims, a 
feature of Mother Earth herself, persisting as 
lang as water runs down hill and grass grows 
even as the aqueducts of Rome that still per- 
form their fuuetions unimpaired after 2,000 
years. Add to all this a deep harbor develop- 
ment for Chicago’s future through nage 
especially designed for helping living, wit 
dockage and water power attachments of rev- 
enue producing proclivities, and with a good 
pros for solving the harbor and bridge 
tangle in the heart of the city: add a water- 
way to the Mississippi, with Unele 
Sam's codperation and with ultimate ibil- 
ities in navigation to the Mexican Gulf beyond 
human foresight, the dream of statesmen since 
Albert Gallatin, and you open up commercial 
benefits which alone justify the cost, with 
possibilities which may enlist all the public 
spirit of the future, making the dominant idea 
of today only the incident of future commer- 
cial developments. 

** Admitting many of the contentions we 
have the facts before us that to reduce the 
channel to a capacity of 390,000 cubic feet 2 
minute saves less than 20 per cent and that 
we may increase it to 2,500,000 feet for 
double the cost. Put the probiem before an 
insurance actuary and ask him what it will 
now pay to invest in view of the future of the 
city and the value of money and he will get 
results beyond rather than less that a miilion 
feet. So the question is wholly one of pres- 
ent financiering so far as burden 
on the community is concerned. No other 
solution, even if practical, which it is not, 
could be crystallized and brought up to the 

resent stage of progress except after the 
apse of years, and meantime the difficulties 
are piling up, the sickness and death are go- 
ing on, increasing in proportion faster than 
the population, and our disgraceful sanitary

Mr. Prendergast’s Argument, 

Ex-Judge Prendergast, in arguing for the 
repeal of the Drainage law, said: 

„I may stand alone, but what influence 
have numbers if they are wrong? It is 
claimed that the Drainage law is a contract 
and unchangeabie.

It is reported upon good authority 
that the English people are doing little, and, 
what is still worse, that intetnal divisions and 
jeal6usies in their Government Commission 
are hampering the prospects of the exhibit. 

In this serious emergency the people of the 
United States naturally look to the American 
Minister to do what he can for their interests 
in that country, but, if all reports ate correct, 
Mr. Lincoln, in whose power it is to advance 
the interests of the Fair in England and to 
bring it conspicuously before English mer- 
chants and manufacturers, has done abso- 
lutely nothing, and by his apathetic attitude 
in reality has done much to discourage any 
movement towards a fitting representation of 
English progress and achievement. Appar- 
ently he has held his diplomatic position as so 
far superior to the commercial and industrial 
interests of the United States thatthe latter are 
unworthy of his recognition or serious con- 
sideration, . 

If the situation has been stated correctly, 
Mr. Lincoln has made a serious mistake of 
judgment both from a national and local 
point of view, and a mistake into which other 
diplomatic representatives of the country, 
notably Mr. Reid, did not fall. The World's

Fair was created and its locality was fixed by 


and nearly all the States have made generous 
appropriations. The English Government has 
set apart $300,000 towards an exhibit, and 
France, Germany, and the other powers have 

voted liberal sums for the same purpose. 

The President préclaimed the Fair and under 
his orders the Secretary of State invited all 
nations to make an exhibit. From the na- 

tional point of view, therefore, every step that 
has been taken appeals as directly to Mr. Lin- 
coln for the zealous promotion of the interests

A POOR EXCUSE FOR A BAD POLICY.

they shall not. He prefers that they should 


be at work earning whisky money for him. 
According to the Democracy that is a parental 
right which must not be interfered with. 

The Democrats of this State were not against 
compulsory education in 1889. They gave a 
unanimous vote for the present bill in the 
Senate that year, and cast but four votes 
against it in the House. The principle did 
not repel them then. Why do they oppose it 
now? Whose votes are they seeking to gain 
by this new departure? Not those of the 
German Lutherans, for they favor the German 
principle of compulsory education. The only 
votes they can expect to win are those of the 
loafers, bummers, and idlers, and of those 
persons who look on their children as their 
absolute property during their minority, and 
who wish to squeeze every cent out of them 
while in their power. These are the individ- 
uals to. whose wishes the Democracy adapts 
its policy. 


THE FAMIAE IN RUSSIA. 

On another page will be found an abstract 
of an article by the Hon, C. E. Smith, United 
States Minister at St. Petersburg, published 
in the North American Review. As stated in 
Tue Tainunz of Wednesday the destitution 
there pictured is terrible’ in intensity as well 
as extent. More than half the 30,000,000 in- 
habitants of an area ten times as large as the 
State of New York are in utter, helpless 
misery, without food or the means of getting 
it, except what is doled out to them by the 
hand of a paternal government aided by an 
amount of private charity which is large in 
the aggregate though very small in com- 
parison with the total of want needing relief. 


| To this reign of guant hunger dre added the 


ravages of disease, dus to priva- 


tion and the use df miserable substitutes kor 


proper food. The terrors of an exceptionally 
severe winter were superadded to the woes of 
famine and a general destruction of live 
stock, including horses, with a widespread 
consumption of grain that ought to have been 
saved for seed, vastly increases the difficulties 
of a return to normal conditions. 

The causes of this terrible affliction never 
before have been so well described as by Min- 
ter Smith. It is in large part due to the 
dense ignorance, superstition, and illiteracy of 
the masses. The famine stricken area was 
visited by a five months’ drought, a plague of 
rats, and clouds of devouring insects, but in 
spite of allthis fair crops were raised and 
saved in the places where improved methods 
of cultivation and care-taking obtained. With 
the great majority of the peasants the arts of 
agriculture seem to be little if any farther ad- 
vanced than they were among the American 
Indians of acouple of cénturies ago. They 
“ cultivate” the land with wooden plows, 
which in many places are only crooked sticks, 
that barely scratch soil, which is naturally 
fertile, and sow the seed by the old “ broad- 
cast method of scattermg it upon the 
ground, to be subsequently covered with a 


mere film of earth by the most primitive kind 


of harrowing, All the seed thus sown was 
killed by the hot sun, while that properly 
placed in the ground found in the subsoil a 
sufficient amount of moisture to start the 
germinating process and permit the reaping 
of a moderate crop. 

The poor wretches suffered through the long 
winter not only from loss of ye and potato 
food, but from a wholesale starvation of live 
stock—meat and work cattle and horses. They 
have lost the sheep, with the wool and pelts 
which. provide them with the warmer clothing, 
and the flax from which is made their ordinary 
wear. They suffered for lack of fuel, the 
trees and brush being also killed off by the 
drought. Hence for the winter they packed 
themselyes into a few of the huts, burned the 
rest for the sake of the warmth, and sold off 
much of their clothing in order to purchase 
food, Long before the coldest weather was 
over they were reduved to the deepest priva- 


tion, and ever since then have been sustained. 


only by food from without. Worse than all 
they are utterly destitute of means to provide 
for a cereal or root crop the coming autumn. 

The population of this afflicted area, suffer- 
ing all degrees of want and famine, is nearly 
equal to half the vast population of the United 
States. They need seed for the new crop and 
bread till it is grown. One great difficulty in 
dealing with the problem is the inefficiency of 
internal transportation. Russia in Europe 
has not one-tenth of the railroad mileage of 
the United States east of the Missouri River, 
or rather east of the longitude of 98 degrees, 
which is about the same area, Hence food 
has to be hauled great distances in order to 
reach the sufferers. The parallel railroads 
must be a hundred to a hundred and fifty 
miles apart instead of an average of five to 
twenty miles, asin the eastern half of our 
continent, and the vehicles by means of which 
those wider intervals must be bridged, if at 
all, are far inferior to those in use with us.

COAL AND-STONE TRUSTS. . 

If the combinations formed to control the 
supply and prices of anthracite coal and build- 
ing stone are not trusts they appear to be act- 
ing as such. In that capacity or some other 
their operations are so arbitrary as to cause 
great popular indignation and stir up the Fed- 
eral authorities to inquire imto the character 
of the methods by whith these corporations 
lord it over the public. The combines will be 
prosecuted m the United States Court for this 
district if sufficient evidence can be found 
against them, The strength of the testimony 
that can be adduced is to be ascertained by 
the grand jury which began its sessions yes- 
terday. Several prominent gentlemen, in- 
cluding agents and dealers, with one or two 
owners, are called upon to testify, and it is 
understood to be the intention to probe the 
matter as deeply as possible in the interest of 
the public. 

The investigation is to be conducted along 
the lines of Inter-State Commerce law. It is 
difficult for the people to judge how far this 
law has been violated in the case of coal; 
less so in regard to stone, Probably the coal 
men will claim that they have hitherto broken 
it by charging more to the inhabitants of 
Pennsylvania than to consumers outside that 
State, and propose now to live up to the law 
by raismg rates to the latter, who form the 
great mass of coal-users. This would be a 
very ingenious plea, but it is fair to infer the 
possibility of its bemg made has been duly 
cunsidered by the men in charge of the prose- 
eution, and that they are in possession of 
knowledge which will enable them to prove 
the fact of discrimination as between different 
States. There should bs little trouble in 
demonstrating the ¢kistence of a combine 

- which is inter-State in character, and that by 
it the price of hatd coal has been raised to 
consumers to an important extent. How far 
that is an infraction of the Sherman law, 
which declares it to be illegal to combine in 
any manner to résttain trade or commerce 
among the several States, will be for the jury 
to determine. Buf.,judged from the stand- 
point. of the people it can hardly be ques- 
tioned that the Pennsylvania combination was 
expressly intended to restrain the trade in coal 
in Illinois and other States of the Union.

The extent to which this discrimination has 
been conducted on State lines is to be investi- 
gated, and probably it will be shown that the 
regulations have been so ingeniously arranged 
and so closely complied with as to shut out 
the product of quarries in some other States 
from being used in the construction of build- 
ings in this city. It ‘that cannot be proven 
there has been a vast amount of unauthorized 
talk by men who are in a position to know 
whereof they affirm. It is too much to sup- 
pose they have made up their statements from 
mere brain coinage instead of real facts. 

The grand jury which will investigate these 
cases is stated to be composed almost ex- 
clusively of farmers, They are a class of men 
who have little syinpathy with combinations 
to rob the poor or even to impose on the rich. 
It is an unpleasant feature in this miserable 
business that the cut-stone combine appears 
to be in part supported by an association of 
workingmen, the journeymen stonecutters, 
who refuse to work on jobs the material for 
which is furnished by companies which are 
objected to by their employers as outside the 
area acceptable to them. It is much to be 
deplored that any society of workers can be 
hoodwinked into giving vital support to the 
trust principle in business, which is the one 
they have most to fear, and which, if allowed 
to operate unchecked, would give the death 
blow to organized labor.

THE ADVICE COMES TOO LATE. 

The Evening Wisconsin says that the 
World's Fair Directors should not rely upon 
Congress coming to theit aid, but should 
adopt the following course: 

Get Gov. Fifer to reconvene the Legislature, 
pass not a $5,000,000 but a $10,000,000 loan bill, 
which loan should be a portion of the bonded 
debt of Chicago. That would be the grand way 
of taking hold of this troublesome matter, and 
would give Chicago a world-wide reputation, 
even more distinguished than that which it now 
possesses. The real estate of Chicago will be im- 
mensely benefited by the World’s Fair, and the 
$10,000,000 of additional debt would be but little 
felt by a city which is growing in population at 
the rate of 100,000 per annum. 

This cannot be done without a constitu- 
tional amendment. It was only by amend- 
ing the Constitution in 1890 that this city was 
enabled to add five million dollars to its debt 
so as to aid the Fair to that extent. The cor- 
poration has not the authority to contribute a 
cent more, unless the Legislature should be 
convened, the proper amendment be pre- 
pared, and the people ratify it at the Novem- 
ber election. Two things stand in the way, 

however. One is that only one amendment 
cah be submitted at a time, and the present 
Legislature has already exhausted its power, 
having, at the spring session, agreed on an 
amendment to be voted on in November. The 
other and most serious objection is that the 
money is needed during the coming summer, 
and the Directors cannot wait for it till just 
before the Fair opens. 

But even if these difficul es did notexist, 
why should Chicago, whose citizens have in- 
dividually and collectively contributed over 
ten millions towards a Fair ordered by the 
National Government, and managed by its 
agents, be expected to chip in five millions 
more while the General Governmen t has done 
nothing? It seems as if Chicago had done its 
share und that it was time for the United 
States to show some signs of interest. Tf,

THE FREE WOOL BILL IN THE SENATE. 
The Senate Committee on Finance took up 
the Free Wool bill this week and debatea what 
should be done with it, Senators Sherman, 
Morrill, and Allison said they were against 
considering it at all during this session, and 


the Senator trom (hio said that the present | 


tariff law had not been in operation long 
euough to determine whether any change was 
desirable. So it is not unlikely that the weak 
policy will be adopted of smothering the bill 
in committee until next winter..

would show a more intelligent understanding 
of the wishes and needs ef their constituents 
if they would report back the bill with a rec- 
ommendation that it pass. There have been 
duties on wool long enough to show that duties 
do not encourage it. The protective policy 
has been tried thoroughly with different arti- 
cles and with varying results. It was tried 
with cane sugar for nearly a century- and had 
to be given up as a bad job. It was tried with 
iron and steel and the production was 80 
stimulated that the United States more than 
supplies itself. It was tried with scores of 
other industries with great success. 

Some fine grades of foreign wool have paid 
duty since 1824, and all grades have been duti- 
able since 1861, and the wool-growers have not 
succeeded much better than the American 
sugar cane planters. In spite of excessive 
duties the increase in the quantity of wool 
produced has not kept pace with the percent- 
age of increase in wool imported. -Nearly 
three times as much wool was imported in 1890 
as in 1870, but the domestic product increased 
only 40 per cent. The experiment of promot- 
ing the production of wool by duties has been 
tried faithfully, and should be abanduned as 
the protection to sugar has been given up. 

But while the wool-growing industry has 
been hampered and fettered by restrictive 
duties which did the shepherd more harm 
than good, the meat value of the sheep has 
been increasing steadily and becoming more 
and more the mainstay of the flock-master. 
The wool of Ohio is of fair quality and brings 
a fair price. Yet the profits from the surplus 
of his flock which the Ohio sheep-raiser sends 
to the shambles are greater than those from 
the wool. It pays him better to raise sheep 
for mutton than for wool That is true of 
New York and also of Illinois. It was not the 
case half a century ago or twenty-five years 
ago, when transportation was so much more 
expensive than now. Year by year the fleece 
is becoming of less importance and the meat 
of more. ‘ 

Wise men perceive this change in conditions 
even if Senators do not. Whether wool rises 
or falls, whether duties go up or go off, from 
this time on, especially in the States east of 
the Missouri, the wool will be more and more 
an incidental, a sort of a by-product, while 
mutton will be the essential, and the farmer 
will seek to improve the quality of the meat, 
as he has been working for years to improve 
that of the fleece. 

The Republican Senators will make it 
easier sledding for their party this fall if 
they will take off the duty on wool, which 
experience has proved to be non-protect- 
ive, and thus enable American manufacturer

THE FOLLY OF A 600,000-FOOT ROCK-CUT. 
According to the figures of the Drainage 
Trustees the Chicago River poured into the 
lake during the worst period of the recent 
floods 500,000 cubic feet of water per minute. 
Great quantities of sewage which had accu- 
mulated in the river and its branches-were car- 
ried out by the impetuous torrent, Yet it ap- 
pears that the impuritiea swept out with so 
much force into the lake did not reach the in- 
take of the four-mile tunnel, and that while the 
quality of the water taken in at the two-mile 
crib was impaired it was not as much injured 
as was supposed would be the case, 
It is stated by a Cooley organ that the rec- 
ords in the possession of the Drainage 
Trustees show that great floods are growing 
less frequent; that from 1834 to 1866 there 
were great overflows about every seven years, 
but that since then, owing, perhaps, to the in- 
crease in the area of cultivated land, the floods 
have ceased to occur with such regularity. 
The last heavy one in this part of Illinois was 
in 1881. Therefore it is likely that floods may 
be looked for every ten or eleven years, in- 
stead of every seven. 

Consequently where is the sense >f spending 
several millions extra to make a double-ca 
pacity rock-cut from Willow Springs to Lock- 
port for the alleged purpose of preventing a 
discharge of Desplaines River water into the 
Chicago River or an interruption for two or 
three days of the flow through the drainage 
channel, when that interruption would happen 
only once in ten or eleven years at the out- 
side, and would do no harm when it did hap- 
pen? As the heavy floods of last week, scour- 
ing out a river filled with sewage, did not carry 
any to the intake of the four-mile crib, it is 
clear that a flood of equal force, sweeping 
through a river with no deposits of sewage in 
it, would not injure the water drawn from the 
four-mile crib. For if there werein existence 
a drainage channel with a capacity of 300,000 
cubic feet there would be no sewage accumu- 
lations in the Chicago River. Furthermore 
the flood waters of the Desplaines would 
run off more rapidly if a 300,000-foot cliannel 
were cut than they do now, and the servicea- 
bility of the drainage channel would not be 
interfered with for as longa time as that of 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal, which is the 
only means of sewage disposal at present, is 
interfered with by floods that occur now. 

So far as sanitation is concerned, and that 
is all the Trustees have to deal with, a 600,000- 
foot channel means money thrown away in 
the hope of preventing a harmless flood which 
takes place once in ten or eleven years. The 
people hardly have the money with which to 
protect themselves against real evils, and can-

Area of the Famine and Number of People

distress in «its grim details and then 
multiply it by millions that we gain 
an adequate conception of the real gravity 
It is my province to deal 
only with the facts as they are. That involves 


statements and 0 opinions. It concerns 


economics and not politics. There are phases 
of the subject which for obvious reasons can- 
not here be touched u 

Ine area over which the famine prevails is 
teu times as large as the State of “lew York. 
It contains a population of more than 30,000,- 
000. To say that one-half of this vast popula- 
tion are in utter, helpless destitution, without 
food and without means of getting it, and that 
they must have perished if continuous succor 
had not for mon*hs been provided from other 
sources, seems incredible, but it is a moderate 
estimate. Besides the millions who may be 
described as completely dependent there are 
other millions who are reduced to abject pen- 
ury, and who Gan sustain themselves to the 
next harvest ouly in the most precarious way. 
And when to this reigh of gaunt huger we add 
the ravages of disease, the epidemic of ty- 
phus, the suffering from the severities of an 
exceptionally rigorous winter, the decimation 
of stock, and destrugtion of material, and the 
consequent difficulties of recuperation, we have 
a picture of widespread distress which can 
hardly be overdrawn. 

The first inquiry which naturally suggests 
itself is, whence comes so dire a disaster? The 
region covered by the famine embraces what 
was only a short time ago the most fertile and 
productive part of Russia. But for several 
years past the crops have been steadily dimin- 
ishing. In 1886 the distressed provinces pro- 
du 140,914,948 chetverts of grain, or 845, 
489,688 bushels. [A chetvert is abont six 
bushels.] In the product was 3,000,000 
chetverts less; in 1888, 18,000,000 less; in 1889, 
35,000,000 less; until in 1891 it sank to 71,371,- 
900 chetverta, or «3 K about one-half that of 
1886. Leaving the Caucasus and Poland out 
of the calculation, in 1886 the product of the 
distressed provinces was 54.87 per cent, or more 
than half the total product of the fifty 
gove nts of European Russia. In 1891 
the ratio fell to 39.17 per cent. 

The exports were not reduced in the same 
proportion. In the highest year, they 
amounted to 484,891, or 17,456,076,- 
000 — pounds, A pood is about three- 
fifths of a bushel of wheat 1 In 1890 
they were 371,000,000 : in 1891, the 
year of the famine, they still summed up 
310,000,000 poods.. The exports in 1891 were 
not, of course, from the crops of the year, but 
from the reserves of previous years, and they 
were made before the imperial - prohibition 
of exports came into effect. great 
staple of Russia is rye, and rye bread 
is the staff of life for the peasant. 
The mene? of rye at the end of 1888 was about

Cause of the Crop Failure. 

The primary explanation of this complete 
or partial failure of the 2 in twenty prov- 
inces was the terrible drought in 1891. Over 
a large part of the afflicted territory five 
months passed without a drop of rain. Dur- 
portion of is time a burnmg 
sun blistered the parched soil and 
withered every vestige of veg- 
etation. Through the spring the fierce winds 
from the east swept over the unsheltered 
steppes and blasted the early promise. The 
winter of 1890-1891 was one of little snow, and 
the unprotected, frozen soil drank less than 
the usual moisture from that source. Ordi- 
narily, with the moelti gnow and spring 
floods, the overflowi Volga spreads, like the 
Nile, over the plains along some parts of its 
border and nurtures a coarse grass which

In Samara out of 1, horses enumerated 


in the early autum®; more than 600,000 have 
been killed or have perished, Out of a total of 
460,000 cattle only about 180,000 are left, and 
ot the 2,250,000 sheep searcely any remain. 
Thus the total destruction through all the 
famine provinces amounts to millions, and 
years will be required to recover from the 
blow. Measure thie loss, consider the lean 
and haggard animals that remain, think of 
the peasants pinched and enfeebled by a long 
winter of hunger, remember that even the 
seed-grain has been consumed in many cases 
under the terrible stress of the hour, and we 
can form some idea of the aifficulties under 
which the spring farming opens. 

af What Has Been Done. 

In the presence of this national disaster the 
Russian Government has not been passive, 
Without reviewing the administrative system 
it must besaid that it has sought to grapple in 
hberal measure with the tremendous problem. 
Before March 1 ithad appropriated 150,000,000 
rubles or $75,000,000 for this purpose, and the 
direct outlay before June can hardly be less 
than 200,000,000 les. {Paper rubles are 
worth about half a dollar in gold.] Besides 
this taxes have been remitted and work has 
been furnished where practicable. Vast 
quantities of grain have been bought and 
brought from the rich fields of the 
Caucasus, though, with the limited means of 
communication and the loss of horses, it has 
been difficult to convey to the regions remote 
from the railroads. Large public works under 
the direction of the famous Gen. Annenkoff of 
the aa ie me railroad, and employing 
hundreds of thousands of men, have been 
undertaken. The forests of the imperial do- 
main have been opened to the peasants for 
fuel. The direct appropriations by the Gov- 
ernment to the zemétvos are nominally ad- 
vances or loans, but 1¢'is hard to see how they 
are to be repaid. 

The proprietary class have, as a rule, in this 
emergency, proved worthy of their position 
and responsibilities. There are singie fum- 
ilies taking care Of as many as 20,000 People: 
The women especially have come forward 
with a consecration and  self-sdcrifice 
which command admiration.

But, within the domain cf 
the same drought, on other farms where im- 
proved implements were used, where a greater 
depth was reached, where irrigation existed, 
and where suroks were guarded against, 
there was a fair yield. 

Elsewhere the m of destruction swept 
everything before it, The garden of vegeta- 
bles was left as desolate as the field of grain. 
Through wide districts no potatoes were 
grown, and this must be remembered in reck- 
oning the short supply of food. In 
former days ‘there were magazines with- 
in each district kept constantly 
full of reserves ‘of grain to meet 
emergencies, But with the extension of the 
means of communication and with the decline 
of direct proprietary interest through the 
abolition of ‘serfdom, these safeguards have 
been neglected, When the reserves were 
called upon they were found to be missing. 
The magazines had crumbled and disap- 
peared, and practically the only stores were 
those in the hands of the speculators. 

The distress within the fated section is 
something beyond description. To the Rus- 
sian peasant the yearly crop is everything. He 
saves little or nothing, but one harvest carries 
him to the next. The crop means not merely 
food but clothing, fuel, fodder, taxes, farm 
necessities, and all the requirements of 
his simple life. When it tails 
thing falls with it. To the pangs 
hunger have been added the hardships of a 
bitter winter. The season has been the cold- 
est for many years, and it has been difficult to 
procure material even for the scanty fire that 
serves to keepthe peasant warm. This year 
there is a famine of fuel as well as of food. 
The steppes are barren of trees, broad regions 
are remote from forests, and the ordinary fuel 
is straw. The drought was equally fatal to 
this supply, and in many cases the 
were compelled to huddle 
families in a “ag cottage, to tear up the 
thatched roofs of abandoned homes, to cut up 
the planks of empty barns, to seize even upon 
the wooden plows and everything that would 
burn in order to keep from freezing.
